Mr. Wood—If the gentlemen will

A dispatéhr from Washington, pub- 
lished yesterday, stat^ d that Major- 
Genieral Hancock had been assigned 
to his present duty' by R. B. Hayea 
according to his brevet rank of Major- 
General, conferred on March 13,1865. 
Ab General Hancock hasbeen a Major- 
General since July 26, 1866, and was 
several years ago assigned as such to 
the, command of the military division 
o< the Atlabtic, which command he 
still holds, it caused some surprise 
that hé should be again assigned to 
that command, simply as a Brevet 
Major-General. 


Mr, Hayes^a action is explained as 
follows: Col. Geo. W. Getty of the 
Third artillery commands Fort Mon- 
roe and the artillery school in connec- 
tion with it. In European countries 
an officer with a similar command is 
always a General. Mr. Hayes availed 
himself of Colonel Getty's brevet 
rank of major-general, which had 
been conferred upon him on the same 
date that Genteral Hancock was raised 
to that rank, to assign him to duty at 
Fort Monroe as such. This, although 
it did not increase his pay, made him 
a full major-general foi the period of 
his assignment, dating back to 1865. 
It entitled him to superior quarters, 
to a staff of three aids, to be address- 
ed as major-general in army orders, 
and to salutes from war vessels enter- 
ing the harbor. The assignment made 
him practically a senior major-gen 
j^neral Hancock, who was 
creaté^Vuch in 1866, and had never 
^>een assigned to duty under his brevet 
rank of 1865.

Children.

"Yes, it's so," said the man. 
"0, John, you must be mistaken," 
replied his third wife. 


"Well, I tell.you it's so; l ought to 
knoii !" WHS the emphatic reply of 
John Heffner, who lives on Maple 
sireet, Detween Chestnut and Spruce, 
this city. 


A reporter for the Eagle ha t called 
upon M^r. Heffaer to learn the correct 
history of his'much-t'alked-about great 
brood of forty-one children. 


Heffner is sparingly built, smokes a 
short pipe, an 1 makes a Uving in the 
rag bu8ine.s8. He is 65 yearz old, and 
hns .s pleas.-^nt smile, and a cheerful 
gree'-ing tor all friend«. The story of 
t'lc man's ¡narried life as related by 
himself is probably the most remarka- 
ble one on record. 
He was born in 
G-rmany in 1815. When 25 years old 
—in 1840—he married his first wife, 
who 
eigiit years. She becime 
the nK.ther of st-venteeu children in 
thnt'tijnv, h.Hviiiir t«-in« in the first 
ye^r <,f tiicir marriage. 
The next 
yt^ar ano^hi-r pfiir »f twins were born. 
Eich ftucof editig year for four years 
therefifter, Mrs. Heffner became the 
mot her of triplets. 
The seventh year 
was signalized by the birth of only 
on child, 
^fr-. HelTner died, .nod 
Was laid away in the village church- 
yard in Germany. ' The widower had 
now a family of seventeen children, 
the oUlest only 7 years of age. Three 
months thereafter a young lady took 
charge of the children, and in course 
of time she became the second Mrs. 
Heffner. The first wife had died in 
February, 1848. 
In February, 184», 
thifj second wife presented Mr. Heff 
ner with a boy. On Christmas day of 
the same year the nineteenth 
child 
was added to the Heffner flock. The 
family was not larger than any other 
in that part of the country. 
Five 
years passed on, and Mr. Heffner's 
household was increased by the ad- 
dition of ten more children, a pair of 
twins being born every year. 
There 
was now a lull, and for three years 
thereafter only one child was born 
unto them. In 1854 lie ceme to this 
country with his family, and the last 
thrt;e children were born in A.ii:erica. 
Im 1857 his wife died, having been 
married nine years. He was now the 
father of thirty-two children, twelve 
of « horn had died, leaving twenty to 
be taken in charge by a widow, whom 
he married in 1858.

number three had one child by a pre- 
vious marriage. 
She became the

Having amasiied a com- 
netency he went back to his nntive 
lar.'d and now lives at Fort Mahon. 
He took with him bis £inor son, who 
was born in this country and therefore 
had never been a Spanish citixen, but 
the Spanish goverment conieri|ited 
him, notwithstanding that important 
fact. About a year ago his father 
was obliged to pay for him a fine of 
$400. He complained to Spaia and 
sought redress through our state de- 
partment and Minister Lowell, but 
the matter occurred about the time 
when Ivowell was being transferred to 
England and Fairchild to Spain, and 
Si).tbe matter has been delayed. 
Ne- 
gotiations are going on satisfactorily, 
however, for the relief of Andrew, 
who has broken out in a violent 
letter against the authorities of this 
country.
